However 
Abadi's system and method singly or in combination are in contrast with specific 
steps of applicant's invention where the superior authority operative to generate 
inter trusted authority trust modification data, as policy control message data to 
dynamically vary validation starting authorities among the subordinates 
authorities; and wherein at least one of the subordinate authorities includes a 
certificate issuer operatively responsive to the inter trusted authority modification 
data for issuing certificates for at least one subscriber based on the inter trusted 
authority modification data as recited in independent claims 1, 9 and 15. 

9. Dependent claims 4-8, 10-14 and 17-21 as being dependent upon Independent 
claims 1, 9 and 15 and having additional allowable features therein.
